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Employees ask students to 
boycott Classics

This week, striking employees of 
Classics bookstores in Montréal have 
been distributing leaflets on McGill 
campus, encouraging students to 
boycott Classics bookstores.Tho pam- 
phlets ask students to "Help save 
Canadian jobs in the book industry." 

The 35 workers have been on strike 
since November 20, 1985, and it is 
becoming increasingly unlikely that 
they will ever negotiate a fair settle- 
ment. 

In July, 1985, during the strike, 
Classics was purchased by W.H. 
Smith, a British multinational. On 
January 14. W.H. Smith finally met 
with employees to negotiate back-to- 
work torms. They were offered a 20 per 
cent pay cut, loss of seniority rights for 
part-time employees (2/3 of the 
workforce) and loss of sick pay. 

Five weeks later. W.H. Smith closed 
down what the union called "the 
largest and most successful Classics 
bookstore in Montréal," located on St. 
Catherine at la Montagne. 

"It's the same as when Ultramar 
bought the Gulf refinery just to close it 
down," explained Pierre Paquet, presi- 
dent of the Consul Centrale de la Con- 
federation des Syndicats Nationaux 
(CSN). "W.H. Smith bought (Classics) 
in order to close down several stores." 

The union was threatened with fur- 
ther store closures unless they ac- 
cepted W.H. Smith’s terms by June 
20th. That day passed, and since then, 
a total of throe of the eight Montréal 
Classics stores have been closed per- 
manently. 

The stores which remain open are 
being staffed by managers who have 
crossed the picket line. One of them 
agreed to an interview with The Deity, 
but fearing retaliation from W.H.Smith, 
asked that his name not be printed. 

He had little hope for a quick end to 
the strike, saying simply "W.H. Smith 
is not interested in having a union, and 
the union's not Interested in coming 
back to its terms." 

"It will probably finish by having the 
stores all closed... There's no other 
solution, unless we (the managers) 
want to work 70 hours a week for the 
next two years," he added. 

Paquet seconded this, saying "we 
are quite worried that W.H. Smith will 
close all of the stores." 

According to the union, it is not just a 
question of wages and benefits, but a 
matter of Canadian cultural interest. 
Paquet pointed out that, "W.H.Smith 
is the first company to purchase a 
Canadian company under the new 
free-trade laws." 

In a leaflet distributed outside the 
Union building, Classics employees 
claim that "In the name of free trade, 
the federal government seems willing 
to sacrifice Canada’s cultural 
autonomy. This can only mean the im- 
minent death of small Independent 
publishers and bookstores." 

"With the control of the publishing 
industry in foreign hands, how much 
longer do you think you will have ac- 
cess to the books you want?" it reads. 

Paquet expressed concern over the 
quality of literature being mado 
available to the public, saying 
"Classics is the only agoncy which im- 
ports and sells quality trade paper- 
backs. W.H. Smith only sells 
bestsellers, and photojournals of tho 
Royal Wedding, or Charles and 
Diana." 

He pointed out that the availability of 
english books in Montréal is decreas- 



ing. "Tho university bookstores carry 
mainly books for use in school.” and 
are of littlo interest to the general 
public. 

Meanwhile, tensions are rising bet- 
ween the unions and the employees 
who have gone back to work. The 
manager who spoke to The Dally said, 
"i d^n't know what the union is doing 
at the moment, except for plastering 
stickers on our window, and glue in the 
locks. Oh yeah, and calling us scabs, 
which we’re not." 

"The union has filed an injunction 
against the managers in other stores,” 
he added. Paquet elaborated, "It's the 
managers who are working, so we’ve 
filed a complaint. They are doing the 
work which others used to do." 



The manager, however, back at 
work, claimed he was not breaking any 
rules, saying, "I received a letter from 
the Ministre du Travail informing us qf 
our legal rights to work." 

He was reluctant to give his opinion 
of W.H. Smith. "It’s a negative one. 
I’m in a weird situation. When I hand in 
my letter of resignation, then I'll tell 
you my opinion. ..maybe after 
Christmas," he said. 

According to Paquet, employees are 
to meet with representatives of W.H. 
Smith today to try and negotiate. Horst 
Bichovsky, . regional manager for W.H. 
Smith, would not'eonfirm this meeting, 
but said "that's possible, I really don't 
know. I can't comment at all to tho 
media." 



Johnston hosts debate

McGill Principal David Johnston 
hosted a series of TV debates between 
European and North American univer- 
sity students at City Hall's assembly 
this past weekend. The debates will be 
broadcast this winter on American and 
European television and reach an au- 
dience of 500,000 Canadians. 

McGill Debating Union member 
Baila Lazarus, like students from 
twelve other universities across 
Canada, was matched with a student 
from the Uninted States and pitted 
against a two-person team from one ol 
the thirteen European universities. 
European teams overcame a lack of 
experience with debating, and with 



speaking English in many cases, winn- 
ing seven of the thirteen debates, each 
of which will be televised in individual • 
half hour segments Sundays, starting 
October 5 on channel 57 at 17h30 and 
October 12 on channel 33 at 9h30. 

Topics included Western European 
participation in "Star Wars", the value 
of government regulated red light 
districts, free trade, the US attack on 
Libya, South African sanctions, 
whether the United States and Canada 
should leave NATO, and whether 
Western Europe should be "a laun- 
ching pad for American nuclear 
weapons." 

The format was "modified 
parliamentary debating" which does 
not permit cross-examination, interup- 
tions, or heckling, and encourages a

A solidarity benefit is scheduled for 
tho striking employees for September 
25th at the Spectrum.

tional that Canadians Intend to protect 
their cultural and economic Interests."

Ho 
is still waiting to find out whether CBC 
will broadcast the series, but hopes to 
hold the debates among fran- 
cophones, and to open them to tho 
whole commonwealth by next year. 

McGill Debating Union President 
and President of tho Canadian Society 
for Intercollegiate Debate, Matthew 
Mendelsohn, worked on the project all 
summer. "I was origionally offorod a 
salary, but I declined, and an honoraria 
was given to CUSID instead." he said. 

Although Johnston said he was not 
anxious to bo in front of a camera 
again, Shapiro praisod his perfor- 
mance. "He's fantastic." said Shapiro 
from the control booth. "He takes his 
cues beautifully." 

A Highlight of the dobate was when 
John Canning of St Michael's, a 
Catholic university, turned to Johnston 
during tho debate on red light districts 
and said, “Thoro are the health risks 
like herpes and AIDS, but you know all 
about these Mr. Speaker."

Tho McGill Economics Department 
is still without a chair, as Normon 
Schofield, previously of Essex Univer- 
sity, has refused to take the position 
despite his acceptance of it last spring. 

According to a letter from Dean of 
Arts Richard Salsbury to professors In 
the economics department, Schofield 
"referred to the magnitude of the task 
and his personal doubts as to whether 
he was adequate for it." 

Wrote Salisbury In the letter, dated 
August 1 2, "I received a telephone call 
yesterday from Normon Schofield say- 
ing ho felt he could not take up the 
position McGill had offered him... He 
apologised for the lateness of his deci- 
s i o n . 1 ’ 

Salisbury's letter also indicated that 
Jagdish Handa would continue as Ac- 
ting Chair until a long-term solution 
can be found to the difficulties In the 
economics department. 

"In the short term, I have asked 
Jagdish Handa if he would continue as 
Acting Chairman... for the short-term. 
Trusteeship and a Doan's advisory 
Committee continue." 

Salisbury has continued the 
trusteeship without consultation with 
tho economics department. 

"He could have asked if we wanted 
trusteeship to continue," commented 
Economics Professor A. Fenichel. 

Salisbury will be addressing a 
departmental meeting tomorrow, 
when, Fenichel hopes, many of the 
unanswered questions concerning 
Schofield's refusal to accept tho post 
and the future of the economics 
department will be addressed. 

The department was placed under 
trusteoshlp in October, 1985, by then 
Dean of Arts Michael Maxwell against 
the will of most economics professors. 
The existing Acting Chair was ap- 
pointed by Maxwell last year. 

Tho split amongst professors in the 
economics department, arising initially 
from the by-passing of the department 
in tho promotion of Antal Duetsch eight 
years ago, was portrayed last year as 
‘guerrilla war' by professors from both 
factions. 

Many professors no longer par- 
ticipate in departmental meetings and 
refuse to recognize a chair appointed 
by tho Doan.

Welcome to Vancouver, Canada's 
Sun City. All tho lamp posts downtown 
are adorned wilh stylish EXPO 86 ban- 
ners. In the stores, almost everything, 
from milk and pop to toilet paper and 
tampons boars the EXPO logo. 

The East Sida of town oozes with 
EXPO schlock and souvenirs, in bet- 
ween slick, renovated hotels still rank 
with the smell of fresh paint. Single 
bedroom, bachelor apartments rent for 
S1200 a month. 

The local papers and airwaves are 
saturated wilh EXPO hype. The 6:00 
news, broadcast live from EXPO, 
devotes a full five minutes almost 
every night to film footage of EXPO. 

Every now and then a piece of bad 
news slips past the editors. In April, 
Olaf Soldheim, one of hundreds of 
East Side residents evicted from their 
homes lo make room for lourists, com- 
mitted suicide shortly after being put 
out on the streot.

Let it nevor bo said that 
contemporary literature and visual art 
recieved Inadequate attention at 
McGill. A young but mature 
publication called Rubicon has 
begun its courageous journey into the 
turbulent waters of modern poetry 
and proso with integrity and style. 

Rubicon was started in the spring 
of 1983 by its editor T. Petor O'Brien, 
a PhD student studying English at 
McGill. The aim of the publication is 
to try and "shore up a defense 
against what most poople would call 
the decline of literature". O'Brien 
claims that until Rubicon's 
conception Montréal lacked an 
internationally aware literary 
magazine. 

Published bi-annually, Rubicon is 
an attempt to put together a 
professional collection of 
contemporary fiction, poetry, 
interviews, visual art, and book

In Issue 7, produced this summor, 
the front cover art by Montréal artist 
Betty Goodwin proves itsolf an 
aggressive line drawing. Though it is 
obviously unwise to judge the book 
by its covor, the juxtaposition of 
classical format and no-punches- 
pulled art is an appropriate 
description of Rubicon's approach to 
literature. 

The current issue features fiction 
by Raymond Fraser (formorly one of 
the Montréal Storytellers, a now 
defunct group of authors with their 
roots in the lato 1960's), and a 
collection of recent works by Irish 
poets. 

The art in Rubicon trios to integrate 
the relationship botwoen the visual 
impression and the actual writing. 
American artist Jana Sterbak's 3-D 
multisensory photograph's which 
accompany the texts are proof of the 
blond of the two arts. The concepts 
handled by Sterbak are sensually 
brutal, uniting modern anti- 
traditionalist sculpture with grating 
avant-garde free verse pootry. 

While Rubicon generally focussos 
on Canadian literature, it does not 
restrict itself exclusively to Canadian 
material. Howovor, Canadian book 
reviews, and interviews with modorn 
Canadian authors comprise a largo 
part of each issue. Theso reviews are 
usually lucid and carefully writton. 



An interesting and encouraging 
quality of Rubicon is that it publishes 
the works of established litorary 
personalities alongside those of 
virtually unknown artists. 

The Interviews and book reviews 
from Rubicon have received attention 
from as far away as Europe. Its wide 
readership is reflected in the 
publication's availability in university 
libraries throughout the U.S, England, 
Germany, France, and Japan. 

In view of the success it has 
attained, it is surprising that Rubicon 
is virtually unknown at McGill. For a 
new publication, it has printed some 
impressive works, and maintains a 
high standard of interviews with such 
influential writers as Magarot Atwood 
and Rudy Wiobe. 

Rubicon is funded by the Arts and 
Science Undergaduate Society 
(ASUS) and the Canada Council. It is 
a non-profit organization which would 
welcomo tho assistance of McGill 
students interested In tho 
development of contemporary 
literature. 






Ever been on a blind date? What if 
you didn't recognise each other? You 
would be left with nothing but the 
place where you passed each other. 

This is one theme of Blind Date 
No.3, an exhibition of photography 
and text by Suzanne and Claire 
Paquet. 

The second exhibition in a series 
(Blind Date No. 2 remains a mystery), 
their works explore the nature of 
image and perception 
According to Suzanne Paquet, "the 
visitor must tell their own stories 
about the piece, using the 
associations which the work evokes. 
Many people tell us their is nothing 
solid to grasp in our.work, that it has 
no content. What it suggests to the 
individual viewer is most Important." 

The photos feature shots of two 
vomen, possibly strangers, who are 

( juxtaposed to 'meet' through the 
medium of photography — a blind 
date. 

In order to unify the elements oi 
each photo into a complete exhibition 
Suzanne emphasized the role of light 
— each of her shots explores 
different combinations of light and 
shadow. 

Claire's text also serves as a 
contimum for the entire work. A 
thought pattern written in the third 
person and displayed on the shots 
and the floor, it reflects on both the 
light and shadow imagery, not to. 
mention the elusive quality of the 
figures in the photos. 

Beneath the veneer of ambiguity 
lies some very specific concepts 
which. Claire and Suzanne are 
exploitfng. 

In Blind Date No.1 the installation 
I consisted of photos of the actual 
gallery in which the exhibition was 



housed. In Blind Dale No.3 they have 
recreated recently closed gallery — 
Gallery Apart — in both the photos 
and the gallery itself. The pictures 
are blown up to 'window.' size and 
are combined with a frame slmiliar to 
'those which used to be in Gallerie 
Apart. 

In Blind Date No.4 (next year) 
Suzanne and Claire will. "create a 
place of their own." 

By developing the Bl ind, Date 
theme, the Paquets are creating 
layers of image and reality. First they 
display photographs of an existing 
place, images in themselves. Then 
images recreating an image of a past 
place are produced.'followed by the 
creation of an image which has no 
basis in reality. 

"Recreating the gallery was 
difficult with all the windows and light 
— the camera reproduces something 
different from what you would see if 
you were actually at the gallery," 
said Suzanne. 

The Paquets explore our 
perceptions of reality — paralleling 
what we see with what the camera 
sees. The confuse our sense of what 
we see as 'real' by creating a gallery 
within a gallery. Essentially they are 
creating auction out of what we 
percieve as reality. 

The use of Claire as the subject of 
' some of the photos is a means of 
self-portraiture for the sisters. Claire 
is in front of the camera and Suzanne] 
is behind it, using different'shots and 
atmosphere to highlight different' 
aspects of.themselves. 

Currently taking their Masters in Art 
History at Université de Montréal, 

Claire and Suzanne have exhibited 
their work in Montréal and Quebec 
City.

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Blue Velvet

Blue Velvet, recontly shown at tho Mon- 
treal Film Festival and soon to open In first- 
run theatres in town. It is tho latest offering 
by Amorican director David Lynch, who tacks 
his decidedly unconventional view of life (as 
seen in his first major film, Eraserhead), onto 
what is a rather typical story. 

Tho main character, a college student 
named Joffroy (Kyle McLachlan), discovers a 
severed ear in an abandoned field. With tho 
partial help of the local detoctiveâ daughter 
(Laura Dorn), Jeffrey enters into the world of 
"Blue Volvot”. 

In this world apart from his middle-class 
middle-American existence. Jeffrey meets a 
host of characters who ropresent/make up 
this alternative world: tho masochistic, con- 
fusod 504-style chanteuse (whose repertoire 
includes "Blue Velvet", tho Bobby Vinton 
song), and tho nasty, oxygon-addicted Frank 
(whose portrayal by Donnis Harper won him 
tho Best Actor award at tho Festival). 

Working within this framework, Lynch 
presents a film whose core is essenlially 
enigmatic. The film can bo seen as an exer- 
cise in questioning the stylos/ values/ 
representations/ beliefs of American culture 
from the past thirty years. This is particularly 
emphasized by Lynché philosophical im- 
plications on the thematic lovol 

Lynché tonguo-m-chook stylo, coupled 
with the quasi-quest idea, make this one of 
the more controverisal and FUN films to 
come out of Hollywood in a long time.

Extremities is not about revenge. It is 
about rape and ono woman's attempt to deal 
with it. 

Farrah Fawcett is the protagonist. Mar- 
ine, who has discovered that neither the 
police nor the legal system has much help to 
oiler in a case of attempted rape. She is on 
her own Thus, when she laces hor assailant, 
she can only rely on hor own resources. It is 
a situation of 'extremities' in which societal 
norms do not apply. Tho structure of society 
which oppresses women cannot bo expected 
to provido the moans ol escapo 

This situation is set up almost llawlossly, 
developed using no gratuitous elements. 
Rape is depicted accurately as an ex- 
perience and act of violence — not as 
beautiful or 'sexy' There is, in fact, no hint of 
sox in Extremities. Marjorie is a woman in 
pain who is fighting for her lifo. She is not a 
passivo victim. 

Frequently rapists are portrayed as crazed 
psychopaths; homeless and unloved, who 
lurk in back alleys searching for victims. The 
rapist in Extremities, played by James Rosso, 
is an apparently normal man. He has a fami- 
ly. nono of whom are aware that ho is 
anything othor than loving husband and 
lather. It is made clear that rapists are 
neither rare nor oasily identifiable. 

Equally important is the fact that Marjorie 
is not interested in 'getting even;' she is 
lighting for survival. This is precisely the 
revorso ol the statement made by the publici- 
ty slogan for tho lilm: 

"W'ief she did to survivo is nothing com- 
oared to whet she'll do to got oven." 

Audionces, it would seem, are drawn to Ex-

The love-story aspect of the film is 
pathetic, but as a horror farce Tho Fly gets 
top grades. 





Mona Lisa is a picturesque foray into tho 
seamy underbelly of London's porno district, 
a distinctly nasty look at the dark world ol 
prostitution, drugs and lovo. 

The latest film Irom director Neil Jordan is 
not your average hollywood-stylo fare.

Every few yoars a tremendous film about 
jr hits the screens.

Salvador is a brutal exposé of a third world 
luntry being torn aparl and terrorized by a 
S backed military junta It is a true story, 
ised on the adventures of a photo- 
urnalist, portrayod by James Wood, who 
ies to Central America to rebuild his wan- 
g reputation and career. 

In Salvador, you are either with tho fascist 
nta or against them. If you are caught on 
lection day ' — one party, no platform, — 
thout identification, you are shot as a com- 
unist sympathizer. If you try to go to your 
jmo village to get the identification you are 
lot as a communist infiltrator. 

The peasants are not portrayed as com- 
unists; they are poor simple country people 
jhting against the oppression of tho junta, 
'hite the U.S military 'intelligence' reports 
sist that tho Campecinos are receiving ad- 
inced weaponry from the Soviets, it is clear 
lat this is not so — they train in the hills, 
arofoot, carrying whatever weapons are 
vailablo, certainly nothing to combat the 
olicopters, tanks and personol the U.S sup- 
lies to the junta 

While Salvador shaiply criticizes U.S 
lilitary intevention, it also attacks the 
ureaucrats and media sheep whose inac- 
on perpetuates the public opinion of what is 
oing on. 

The film criticizes all the major networks 
>r the very pretty and glossed over coverage 
f the evonts. On tho roof of a plush hotel, an 
htortainmont Tonight anchorwoman gives 
er report of the junta's attempt to capture 
ie women's vote Not far away, victims of 
le death squads lie rotting in the sun. 
Salvador will tako your breath away with its 
xceptional direction and outstanding cast 
fowever, torture is not a pretty sight and 
Salvador is not a pretty film It is gripping in 
s horror and compelling in its message. 
Vithout U.S military aid. the fascist regime 
vould topple and tho violence would end. 

You may loave the film angry and 
rustratod, but the film offers excellent insight 
nto the true nature of a people's war against 
repression. 



When I first saw Ridley Scott's Allen, I 

was impressed. Thoro was a mounting 
susponso to tho film that mado the plot 
positively ghoulish in its simplicity. 

With brilliant sol design by R H. Gigor. tho 
story of a doop-spaco expedition infiltrated 
by a hostile alien predator slowly unfolded. 
By the end of the film, Ripley (Sigourney 
Weaver), tho loader of the expedition, is left 
singlo-handodly facing tho intrudor that 
methodically exterminated her crow 

Much ot that calculated susponso. 
however is missing from ttio movie's sequel, 
Allens. Thoro was a cortain rospoct for the 
omnipotence of tho creature in Scott's ver- 
sion that fostered a reaction ol awe in its au- 
dience. Aliens, however, relies much more 
heavily on the audionces implicit approval of 
slaughter then a roaction naturally derived 
from tho plot. 

It is fifty yoars lator, and Ripley is 
recovered from 'hyper-sleep' by a salvngo 
team. She is told, after a brief respite, that 
the aroa whero the alion ship originally crash- 
ed is now overrun with the species. A weosol- 
liko space corporation executive Informs her 
that both tho business operations ana the 
lives of several hundred colonists (in that 
order) on the plane! are in jeopardy. Though 
she refuses at first, Riploy can not help feol- 
ing drawn towards tho lothal creature that 
destroyed her crew. 

Enter the gung-ho. inter-galactic marine 
corps and you have action-packod violence 
in $6-a-crack, THX-dolby. 

Though both the inexperioncod marino 
lieutenant, and tho corporate executive are 
ridiculed for their ineptitudo, a disturbing ele- 
ment of military glorification poisons this film. 
Liko some distant, unknown throat, tho 
aliens are instantly marked for slaughter — 
much to tho delight of the thnll-seoking au- 
dience. 

Allens is anothor in the senes ol films that 
gives one the subtle impression that America 
is still licking its wounds over Vietnam Even 
tho military hardware in the film, including an 
"M-41" rifle and a transport/combat ship 
that looks and flios remarkably like a 
Violnam-era, Bell UH-1 helicopter, is an 
understated compliment to U.S. military 
might. 

Some who claim that a positive woman’s 
rolo is created by having a heroine slaughter 
tho aliens may find a groat deal of opposition, 
If Sigourney Weaver's scripted Rambo imita- 
tion makos hor a positivo rolo-modol for 
women then tho world is in serious trouble. 

As a final reflection, resentment towards 
this film is not surprising when one considers 
tho recent prosecution of Dead Kennedy's 
Jolie Riafra on obsconity-rolated charges

Extremities is not about revenge. It is 
about rape and one woman's attempt to deal 
with it. 

Farrah Fawcett is the protagonist, Mar- 
jorie, who has discovered that neither the 
police nor the legal system has much help to 
offer in a case of attempted rape. She is on 
her own. Thus, when she faces her assailant, 
she can only rely on her own resources. It is 
a situation of 'extremities' in which societal 
norms do not apply. The structure of society 
which oppresses women cannot be expected 
to provide the means of escape. 

This situation is set up almost flawlessly, 
developed using no gratuitous elements. 
Rape is depicted accurately as an ex- 
perience and act of violence — not as 
beautiful or 'sexy'. There Is, In fact, no hint of 
sex in Extremities. Marjorie is a woman in 
pain who is fighting for her life. She is not a 
passive victim. 

Frequently rapists are portrayed as crazed 
psychopaths; homeless and unloved, who 
lurk In back alleys searching for victims. The 
rapist in Extremities, played by James Rosso, 
is an apparently normal man. He has a fami- 
ly, none of whom are aware that he Is 
anything other than loving husband and 
father. It is made clear that rapists are 
neither rare nor easily identifiable. 

Equally important is the fact that Marjorie 
is not interested in ‘getting even;' she is 
lighting tor survival. This is precisely the 
reverse of the statement made by the publici- 
ty slogan for the film: 

"Whet she did to survive Is nothing com- 
oared to what she'll do to get even." 

Audiences, it would seem, are drawn to Ex-

lat this is not so — they train in the hills, 
arefoot, carrying whatever weapons are 
i/allable, certainly nothing to combat the 
alicopters, tanks and personel the U.S sup- 
lies to the junta. 

While Salvador sharply criticizes U.S 
lilitary intevention, it also attacks the 
ureaucrats and media sheep whose inac- 
on perpetuates the public opinion of what Is 
oing on. 

The film criticizes all the major networks 
h the very pretty and glossed over coverage 
f the events. On the roof of a plush hotel, an 
ntertelnment Tonight anchorwoman gives 
er report of the junta's attempt to capture 
ie women's vote.

Salvador will take your breath away with its 
xcoptional direction and outstanding cast, 
fowever, torture is not a pretty sight and 
talvador is not a pretty film.

Jean-Jacques Beneix's film, 37° 2 Le 
Matin, recieved the award for best film at the 
1986 Montréal Film Festival. Why? we’re not 
quite sure. 

The film follows Betty, an emotionally 
unstable and highly destructive woman, 
through a series of hysterical fits to her final 
breakdown and death. 

She is pitted against a half dozen 
characters in the director's attempt to 
demonstrate tho madness Inherent in 
humanity. Rather than fulfilling their assign- 
ed roles, they are more farcical than serious. 
Consequently, their various appearances 
serve only to create confusion. 

Furthermoré, 37° 2 Le Matin is quite long 
and somewhat drawn out. Betty's hysterical 
fits become fairly tedious; her overly intense 
relationship begins to lose credibility and the 
couple’s incessant nudity becomes irritating. 




Nevertheless, the film has a few redeem- 
ing features. Jean-Hughes Anglade and 
Béatrice Dalle, the main actors, play their 
roles well, allowing the viewer to draw some 
meaning from the film. Also, Beneix, as in Di- 
vaand The Moon in the Gutter , has produced 
an aesthetically pleasing film. By presenting 
many wide angle shots of interestingly lit im- 
ages, the French director proves that he has 
not yet lost his sight. 

If there is one thing that 37°2 Le Matin 
does illustrate it is that it has become in- 
creasingly difficult to create a film which is 
both visually creative and thematically in- 
novative.

Aliens

When I first saw Ridley Scott's Allen, I 
was impressed. There was a mounting 
suspense to the film that made the plot 
positively ghoulish in its simplicity. 

With brilliant sot design by R.H. Giger, the 
story of a deep-space expedition infiltratod 
by a hostile alien predator slowly unfolded. 
By the end of the film, Ripley (Sigourney 
Weaver), the leader of the expedition, is left 
single-handedly facing the Intruder that 
methodically exterminated her crew. 

Much of that calculated suspense, 
however is missing from the movie's sequel, 
Allens. There was a certain respect for the 
omnipotence of the creature in Scott's ver- 
sion that fostered a reaction of awe In its au- 
dience. Allens, however, relies much more 
heavily on the audiences Implicit approval of 
slaughter then a reaction naturally derived 
from the plot. 

It Is fifty years later, and Ripley is 
recovered from 'hyper-sleep' by a salvago 
team. She is told, after a brief respite, that 
the area where the alien ship originally crash- 
ed is now overrun with the species. A weasel- 
liko space corporation executive informs her 
that both the businoss operations and the 
lives of soveral hundred colonists (in that 
order) on the planet are in jeopardy. Though 
she refuses at first, Ripley can not help feel- 
ing drawn towards the lethal creature that 
destroyed her crew. 

Enter the gung-ho, Inter-galactic marine 
corps and you have action-packed violence 
In $8-a-crack, THX-dolby. . 

Though both the inexperienced marine 
lieutenant, and the corporate executive are 
ridiculed for their ineptitude, a disturbing ele- 
ment of military glorification poisons this film. 
Uke some distant, unknown threat, the 
aliens are Instantly marked for slaughter — 
much to the delight of the thrill-seeking au- 
dience. 

Allens is another irrthe series of films that 
gives one the subtle impression that America 
Is still licking Its wounds over Vietnam. Even 
tho military hardware in the film, including an 
"M-41" rifle and a transport/combat ship 
that looks and flies remarkably tike a 
Vietnam-era, Bell UH-1 helicopter, is an 
understated compliment to U.S. military 
might. 

Some who claim that a positive woman’s 
role Is created by having a heroine slaughter 
the aliens may find a great deal of opposition. 
If Sigourney Weaver's scripted Rambo imita- 
tion makes her a positive role-model for 
women then the world Is in serious trouble. 

As a final reflection, resentment towards 
this film is not surprising when one considers 
the recent prosecution of Dead Kennedy's 
Jello Blafra on obscenity-related charges. 

The band’s latest album, Frankenchrist, 
features a poster by R.H. Giger, the man 
responsible for the original artistic design in 
Allen. 

When a group uses a piece of art 
displayed In galleries throughout Europe (in 
this case, a poster of erect phalluses) to 
make a progressive political statement, it is 
prosocutod for "distribution of obsceno 
materials to minors." Whon work oy tho 
same artist receives massive corporate fun- 
ding for marketing as "consumer entertain- 
ment," it is hailed as commercial succoss.

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Katimavik resurrected 



Ottawa (CUP) A "now and improved" 
and private sector-friendly Katimavik 
will probably start mid-October if the 
funding already committed to the 
youth program arrives on time, says 
Katimavik official Guy de Grandpre. 

"The program is now geared 
towards developing young en- 
trepreneurial skills," said de Grand- 
pre, also an aide to Liberal senator 
Jacques Hebert, ' who started 
Katimavik 1 1 years ago and staged a 
21 -day hunger strike in the senate last 
March to protest the Conservative 
government’s cancellation of the pro- 
gram. 

Katimavlk’s nine-month, three-stage 
program will operate as before, though 
participants will spend three months 



starting up their own business. "It's 
like Junior Achievement," de Grand- 
pre said. He said groups of 12 "will do 
a market survey to determine the best 
thing 'to sell In a given community. 
Then they will design it, produce it and 
soli it. 

“By starting a business, running it 
and terminating it, young people will 
learn a lot about the business cycle," 
he said. If the business is successful, it 
will be sold to groups within the com- 
munity, or “It may become a business 
owned by Katimavik," de Grandpre 
added. 

Baker said Katimavik organizers 
originally planned to add a military 
component to tho program, "but it was 
tried and rejected." • • ■ ■■ 



Both Baker and de Grandpre say 
Katimavik has raised enough monoy 
for 300 to 500 youths to participate this 
year. The money — over $3 million — 
has come mostly from the private sec- 
tor, individuals, and municipal and pro- 
vincial governments. 

The federal, government has not 
contributed a cent. Last year, $19.7 
million of federal funds went to 
Katimavik. 

Baker says tho decision to gear 
Katimavik more to the private sector 
was not a rosult of pressure from the 
Tories, but resulted from an experi- 
ment with one group last year.

ing industries, it is probably not sur- 
■ prising that prison literature forms 
such a significant trickle in tho am- 
bitious rivulet that is our culture. 

There have boon various plays and 
novels, like Roger Caron’s Go Boy and 
David Adam Richard's Road To The 
Stilt House, and until a couple of years 
ago there was even a gallery devoted 
to prison art on Avo. Mont Royal. 

Another addition to our growing 
carcéral culture is Aux Yeux Des Hom- 
mes, currently playing at La Licorne. 
John Herbert’s 1967 original Fortune 
end Men's Eyes, was a fairly good ex- 
ample of the prison-as-hell / hell-as- 
other-people genre. In its québécois 
translation by René Dionne it Is still 
frosh and lively — a deft medititaion on 
our very modern concerns about sox 
and power and personal identity. 

Tho themes untold through a shifting 
play of lust/power triangles between 



four men locked in a coll. Alice is the 
bitch-goddess queen of the bunch; a 
Javex-blond transvestite shooting a 
volley of barbs at his slack-assed 
corner-boy rivals Rocky. Mona, fey vic- 
tim of tho two, curls on the bed, ready 
to put out tor whichever one of the two 
is ascendant at any given moment. 

The malignant stability of the initiai 
triangle is upset when a new prisoner 
is shoved In. Smitty, butch and fet- 
ching, sets off an intense struggle bet- 
ween the three, in which each uses his 
own form of power — Rocky his lout's 
violence, Alice his ice-wit and calcula- 
tion, Mona his soft intelligent 
weakness. 



Some critics, both those of the 
original English production, and those 
of the recent québécois embodiment, 
have seen the play in the classic liberal 
way — as a portrait of tho brutalising 
criminal structure creating brutes out 
of its inmates. 

That theme is certainly thore, but 
behind tho molodrama thero are more 
subtle points being made about power 
and rebellion. Homosexuality, for ex- 
ample, is fully accepted by tho prison 
authorities, as long as it remains 
predictable, as in Alice's 
quoonishness or Rocky's brutality. 
However, whon it threatens to become 
mal communication, to bring people 
together instoad of holding them apart, 
frozen in power relations, then the 
clubs come out and the men are forced 
apart. 



The men who play in the Ucorne 
production are all third year theatre 
students at the CEGEP of Sto. Hyacin- 
the. But the production is never loss 
than professional. La Licorno is such a 
tiny café-théâtre, with its minuscule 
stage that the spectators, caloine-keen 
over the rims of their cups, are more 
demanding than In largo theaters 
where flubs are often forgiven. 

Richard Guôvrement and Joel 
Legendre, who play Alice and Mona, 
flesh them out well and subtly. Denis 
Sénéchal does less well with his dif- 
ficult rôle as Smitty. Rocky is played by 
Rémy Poirier and Pierre Mayer plays 
the guard. The play was directed by 
Jacques Rossi, and will be on stage at 
La Licorne (2075, boul. St-Laurent) un- 
til September 20th.

Ring a ding ding 
for world peace 



Vancouver (CUP) More than 50 Cana- 
dian cities will join with communities in 
60 other countries at noon, Sept 16th, 
to observe tho United Nation's Interna- 
tional Day ol Peace. 

In 1981, the UN declared the third 
Tuesday in September to be an Inter- 
national peace day, and has 
celebrated the occasion ever since. To 
mark the day, the UN General 
Assembly rings tho Peace Bell in New 
York, then calls on the people of the 
world to join them in a moment of 
silence. 

Last year, University of Toronto pro- 
fessor Don Evans and Humber College 
Instructor Austin Redpath organised a 
Peal of Peace in Toronto, bringing the 
event to Canada for the first time. 

This year similar events have gained 
the support of the premiers of seven 



provinces and the leaders of the ter- 
ritories. More than 50 mayors, from St 
John's to Victoria, are already commit- 
ted to make peace proclamations on 
the day. 

In Vancouver, there will be an obser- 
vance at the UN pavilion at Expo 86, 
while the federal government has ask- 
ed that the day be officially recognized 
by ringing the carillon in the Peace 
Tower on Parliament Hill. A number of 
Anglican and Catholic bishops have 
agreed to ask member churches to 
ring their bells. 

The tradition of silence followed by 
sound was begun during World War II, 
when the BBC broadcast a “silent 
minute" at 9:00 each evening, allow- 
ing listeners to stop and offer a prayor 
for peace. With tho chiming of Big Ben, 
the silent contemplation would end.
